By Bulletin Leased Wire, 
OTTAWA, April $—The boot com- 
mittee presented tonight majority 


and minority reports upon the inves- 
tigation which they have teen engag- 
ed in since February 19th, last, «dp 
connection with the ~ footwear aitp- 
plied to the Canadian soldiers. The 
majority report is signed by Messrs 
Middlebro, MeCurdy, Ratnville and 
Sir James Aitkins, while the minority 
report bears the signatures of Messrs. 
MadDonald, Murphy and Nesbitt, 
While both reports agree that in 
some respects the boots may have 
been unsuitable for the work and 
the conditions, they differ consider- 
ably in the matter of fixing blame, In 
the majority report considerable em- 
phasis is inld upon the great need of 
haste in the supplying of footwear 
and the tremendous pressure under 
which the department had to work 
since the Warvbroke out. It is cons 
tended that little time was given for 
proper inspection and that the de- 
partinent generally led all in its pow- 
er under the ofrcumstances, It te 
stated that the boot supplied is the 
game as the sanrple which has Deen 
in the department for about 50 years 
and had given satisfaction in South 


Atrica 

. In this the minority report does wot 
agree, it being contended that the 
boot used in the South African war 


was @ different type of boot, In the 
majority report there Is no gharge of 
graft, 


The speclal 


minority report lays 


emphasis upon the complaints of re- 
gimental boards, both In Canada and 
at Salisbury, upon the protests of 
General Alderson and Sir George 
Perley and upon the evidence of men 
who condemned the boota before the 
committee, It concurs in the finding 
of the departmental board to the ef- 
fect*that the boots were not suitable 
and Weglares that while haste might 
be pleaded in the first Issues, the 
same type of boot is still being sup- 
Plied and that a new boot could have 
been designed without difficulty and 
without delay. Reference is further 
made to the cancelling of an order 
for 110,000 pairs on a new design rec- 
ommended by @ sub-committee of the 
cabinet under Hon, J, D. Hazen tn 
January last. Since then, hough hea- 
vy requisitions have been made a new 
boot has not’ bven designed, 

Heavy rake-offs are charged in the 
supply of boots by the Gauthier dirm, 
through a middleman, Charles Slat- 
er. Reference is also made to the 
supplying of several thousand boots 
which were supplied by Winnipesy 
jobbers who have net manufactured 
the boots themselves. The report 
concluded by finding that ‘the s#o- 
verhinent vould have without trouble 
and delay provided «a proper boat 
suitable for active service,” and that 
its failure.to do so constitutes grave 
and serious negligence on thelr part.” 

‘We are of the opinion that none 
of the suid boots were suitable for ac- 
tive service,” is the concluding find-

Col. H. H, MacLean. of Queen's 
Sunbury, Liberal, who goea to the 
front shortly. and who last night ap- 
proved of the principle of the bill, to- 
day expressed the view that a plan 
could be worked out to properly rec- 
ord the votes of the soldiers. but that 
such provision had not been made in 
the Mill before the house. He sur 
gested that instead of sending the 
ballota to the soldiera through the 
secretary of the high commissioner 
in London this work should be done 
through the militia. coune!l) at Ot- 
tawa, Officers in the field, he point- 
ed out, would not take instructions 
from a civillan. 

Althougn they recommended = a 
number of changes in the bill, oppo 
sition members continued to maintain 
that the legislation, as it stood, waa 
impracticable and fhaf the govern- 
ment should not be given authority 
to count the votes of the soldiers, 

Mr. Doherty malntained that the 
counting would not be done by the 
government, but by officers under 
every possible safeguard against 
wrong practices, 

At the evening sitting, the remain- 
ing estimates were passed, It ia ex-

During the discussion of the naval 
service votes, Hon, J. D. Hazen told 
Mr. Oliver that no alarm was felt re- 
garding the North Star and Mary 
Sachs, two of the Vessels of the Stef- 
ansson expedition to the Arectle reg- 
fons.

GEAMANY MAKES 
PROTEST TOU. S, 


Complaints That Americans Have 
Accomplished Nothing in Dip- 
lomatic Correspondence 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.--Germany 
has sent to the United States govern- 


ment a note complaining that the 
latter has accomplished nothing in 
its diplomatic correapondence with 


the allies to obtain for American ex- 
porters the right to ship foodstuffs to 
the civilian population of a beliiger- 


ent country. The communication in- 
timates also that the United States 
haa virtually acquiesced tn the Bri- 


tish order-in-counell prohibiting com- 
merece with Germany, 

In view of these considerations the 
German government then calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the allies are ob- 
taining large shipments of arms and 
munitions in the United States and 
declares that the American govern- 
ment, while insisting on its legal right 
to ship anms to belligerents, does not 
with equal energy pursue its right to 
ship foodstuffs and noneontraband ar, 
to the civillan population of 
Germany. 

The note urges that, [rrespective of 
the formal aspects of the question of 
shipmoing apme to belligerents, the 
spirit of neutrality should be observ- 
ed. In support of this contention a 
quotation Js cited from President WH- 
son's address on Mexican affaira fn 
Auguet, 1913, when an embargo was 
placed upon the shipment of arms
